AGREEMENT made as of this 15th day of September, 1987, 
between Krause Publications, Inc., a Wisconsin corporation 
(hereinafter referred to as the Publisher) and Eric P. Newman 
Numismatic Education Society whose address is 6450 Cecil Avenue, 


St. Louis, Missouri 63105 (hereinafter referred to as the 
Author). 


WHEREAS, the parties are desirous respectively of publishing 
and having published a work entitled "The Early Paper Money of 
America” (EPMOA). 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the promises hereinafter 
set forth, they mutually agree as follows: 


i The third edition .of EPMOA, to bBe-called -the 
"Constitutional Edition," will be completed and published not 
later than December 31, 1988. It will be published under the 
direction of the Author, but will carry the copyright of 
Publisher, the latter party being solely responsible for 
distribution and sales of the title. 


Zz. Upon publication and distribution of the third edition 
of EPMOA, total and unrestricted rights as respects further 
publication of the title, or contents thereof, will be 
transferred to Publisher by Author. 


3. The Author, subject to the physical and mental health 
of Eric P. Newman, personally to do so, will be responsible for 
all enhancements and corrections to the descriptions and listings 
of issues presented in the third edition; Publisher will be 
responsible for developing a catalog numbering system, and 
providing associated valuations, which will complement the 
listings. The name of Eric P. Newman will be retained as the 
actual writer of EPMOA. A list of titles of writings of Eric P. 
Newman will be included. 


4. The third edition of EPMOA will be published as a hard 
bound volume, but Publisher reserves the right to market the 
edition with soft covers as well, providing a substantial portion 
of the production is presented with attractive four-color wrapped 
board covers. The type sizes and styles employed, and quality of 


paper used will be approximately comparable to that represented 


in the second edition. The enhancements incorporated in the 
third edition will be limited to those which can be incorporated 
in a volume numbering a maximum of 448 pages. Full size 
illustrations will be retained in at least the quantity in the 
second edition.

The Publisher will also have prepared and 
provided to Author three interleaved copies for use as working 
copies. Ten copies of each new edition or changed binding shall 
be furnished to Author during the lifetime of Eric P. Newman. 


6. As an additional consideration, the Author will receive 
one subscription to all numismatic periodicals, and one copy of 
any new numismatic book title or revised edition published by 
Publisher through 1997 or the lifetime of Eric P. Newman, 
whichever is greater. 


> The Author hereby agrees to the promotional use of his 
name in connection with EPMOA, insofar as the contents of that 
work may relate to the contents of future published periodicals 
or books of the Publisher. 


8. The Author warrants to the Publisher that it is the 
sole owner of all rights granted to the Publisher, and has full 
power to enter into this agreement; that the work is original 
although research for it drew upon prior data written by others 
and no claim has ever been made that it is in the public domain; 
that it does not violate the right of privacy of any person; and 
that to Author's knowledge it does not infringe upon the 
copyright or violate any other right of any person or party. The 
Author agrees to cooperate with the Publisher in helping 
Publisher defend against any suit against the Publisher or its 
licensee by reason of a violation of any of these warranties. 


9. Author may have final right to approve or disapprove 
art, layout and text changes for the third edition (other than 
humbering or valuations) initiated by Publisher, which approval 
Shall not be unreasonably withheld. Galley and page proofs shall 
be submitted to Author after Publisher has completed proofreading 
and corrected errors first. .

This letter is not pleasant for us to write but is addressed to you as publisher because prior letters to others in your 
organization have not been responded to. 

The 5th edition of The Early Paper Money of America was published by your organization in late 2008 after five 
years of work by your organization along with ours. Our arrangements with Krause for its publication were always 
clear and undisputed with the prior owners and the present owners of Krause. We were to receive for my life time all 
publications of Krause containing American numismatic material. We were to receive from Krause all out of pocket 
expenses for the revision preparation work. | as author was to receive no personal compensation for the writing and 
editing. You may confirm this with Clifford Mishler (former CEO of Krause), Randy Thern (your former employee 
until late 2008) or anyone else you select. The revision took about five years of work and the delays in completion 
were due to Krause. 

The 5th edition of The Early Paper Money of America was recently awarded in a national selection the finest book 
written on American paper money and was awarded 15th place in all American numismatic publications written up to 
the present. 

In a letter to your former employee Randy Thern dated 10/8/08 (copy enclosed) we suggested that instead of you 
paying us out of pocket expenses that you assign the copyright of the book to us, reserving to you an opportunity to 
sell as many of the 5th edition as you could Apparently he turned the matter over to a superior who did not 
respond. Then in a letter to your Debbie Bradley dated 11/28/08 (copy enclosed) we reminded your firm that no 
answer had been received to the 10/8/08 letter and asked for a response. Again there was no reply by anyone from 
your firm. 

We have delayed writing to you again because we had hoped that sales of the book might encourage your 
response. We have never been informed by you as to how well the book was selling or the quantity printed. 

If you do not wish to consider assigning the copyright for the book to us we are undertaking to obtain what is due us 
under the@arrangement. We have determined that a reasonable minimum amount of out of pocket expenses is 
$5,000. We explained in our 10/8/08 letter what was included. If we charged you with all our applicable computer 
time and curator's time for the five years it would he much much more. Your work was often delayed for priority of 
other projects, for assignment of your employees to other matters, for lack of sufficient attention, for making many 
mistakes, for considering abandoning the project altogether, etc. 

As to your furnishing us with your American numismatic publications for my lifetime you were substantially and 
steadily neglectful after many requests from us. You failed to send us steadily your monthly magazine PAPER 
MONEY and our holdings of it our in shambles even though your editor tried to fill us in with missing numbers. 
Slabaugh's last book on Confederate Currency was requested several times with no result. Numismatic News and 
COINS were not sent until very recently. The CP version of Haxby's material which you are now advertising should 
be sent to us whenever it is ready. There probably are other items. 

We know that you are in the profit making business and undertook to publish our book for decades for that 

reason. On the other hand we do all we can for public enjoyment and education on a not for profit basis. You should 
promptly perform your commitment to us and help us continue to devote our efforts to the numismatic public. Both 
activities are necessary. 

We believe we have been friendly and discreet in our problem with you so far and hope we will be able to solve it 
before we consider taking other options. We want a prompt answer from you.
